and the King of Spain’s Refolution is known with 
Regard to the principal D.fficulties that at prefeat 
obftcod& the Bulinefs of the Congrefs, to wit, the 
Demand of fome Places which the Spanthh Miniftry 
obftinately perfitin, notwithftanding all the Re- 
monftrapces made to them by the Marquis de Bran- 
cas, Ambaflador of France, whowas {ent to Ma- 
arid on Purpofe to recoacile this Matter, and pre- 
veat its burfting out into a Flame; and in order 


thereto has roundly declared to them, that the . 


Crown.upoa which they form this Demand, will, 
to his certain Knowledge, never confent that thofe 
Poffeflions fhall be rendred precarious, by being dif- 
cuffed ia a Congrefs of Peace: That the faid Crown 
may now reject that Pretention with 4 better Grace, 
becanfe the Preliminary Articles, which were to 
ferve as a. Ground Work of the future Treaty, 


*«make no Mention of fuch Surrenders: That the 


‘Crownin Queftion makes no.other Deinand, but 
the Redrefs of her Grievances, in-Conformity to 
the Treaty of Utrecht, asthe Bafis of-the future 
Negociations ; and would chufe rather to break up 


‘the Congrefs, than to be ticd down to fuch hard 


Terms,’ and Conditions fo prejudicial to her late- 
reft, &c. whereiypon the Exprefs which the Duke 
dé Bournonville difpatched to Madrid before he left 


"Paris, was feat back from Madrid with new In- 


‘fructions upon that Article , and tho’ we have no 
certain Kaowledge.what they are, yet tis whifper- 


ed among the publick, that they are favourable to 
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the Allies of Hanover, particularly to Great Bri- 
tain. '

Jars, viz. That altho’ the latter had 6 Carriage 
Guns mounted, and as many Swivels, and abun- 
datice of Bluadérbufhes and fall Arms, with a- 
bout s00 Mea, yet the Kettlington fought her a- 
bove aa. Hour within Piftol shot, and tho’ fhe was 
boarded by a great Number at once, fuppofed to 
be 60 or 70, they kill’d them all except 2; and 
afterwards purfued the faid Privateer, and conti- 
nued firing fo briskly aud fo difabled her that the 
was in a.anking Coadition. The Ship came fate 
hhome, and tlie Méa are like to be well rewarded 
for their Bravery.
